Young peopie everywhere have come to the realization 
that today’s society is stifling and oppressive. It is not 
surprising that some have stood up against this compla- 
cent, consumer oriented culture. These rebels find their 
anger channeled into actions which, due to their isolation, 
result in failure and frustration. These isolated malcontents 
are easily silenced by the system The time is now to 
break out of this vicious cycle of isolation. If anything is to 
be accomplished, we must unite and find our strength in 
numbers. 


We must begin to communicate with each other. Anti- 
authoritarian youth and organizations (school groups. 
magazines, etc.) by networking with similar groups and 
like minded individuals can exchange information, ideas, 
and coordinate actions. Several groups across North 
America have sprung up with this purpose in mind. Now is 
the time to get together and establish a federation of 
anarchist youth and youth groups. With a network and 
channels of communication open between anarchist youth 
everywhere, we can work together to fight against 
oppression and spread the ideals of youth rebellion. 


WHAT IS THE A.Y.F.? 


The Anarchist Youth Federation is an organization of concerned young 
people who are dedicated to building a better future for ourselves and 
future generations. Here's what we believe: 


1.)The world today is filled with injustice, corruption and oppression. 
This is largely the result of political and economic systems based on 
greed. rather than need. which rely on the domination of one human 
being over another. 


2)Where power exists, the capacity for it's abuse also exists. Power 
corrupts. Once people find themselves in a position of power, they 
invariably set themselves apart from everyone else and use their power 
for their own benefit, at the expense of others. Therefore. people in 
positions of power will not readily give it up; instead, they will seek 
more and more power until they are utterly corrupted and are willing to 
use all the oppressive means at their disposal in order to maintain their 
hold of power. 


3.)All government is undesirable and unnecessáry. There are no 
services provided by the state that the community could not provide 
for itself. We don't need anyone telling us what to do, trying to run our 
lives, harassing us with taxes, rules and regulations, and living high off 
our labor 


4.)}Communism, capitalism, fascism, monarchy, and every other 
system of government or economics which bases itself on power is 
unjust and exists for the benefit of a ruling class at the expense of 
everyone eise. The onty solution is a society based on equality and 


cooperaton within the community. to provide for the needs of 
everyone. not the greec of a few 


The Anarchist Youth Federation has as it's goal:education, communi- 
cation, and liberation. We are a free association of like-minded 
individuals working together for these common goals. We are not a 
political party. or some other organization with an official platform, 
Membership cards, dues, a president or anything remotely like that 
We don't concern ourselves with endless meetings or debates over 
fine points of theory. If you mostly agree with the above statement and 
want to change today's screwed up world, you might as well consider 
yourself a member of the AY.F. Most A.Y.F. associates are in their 
teens or early twenties; our approach reflects our concems as young 
people coming of age in the world today. 


EDUCATION-We want to spread our ideas among young people and 
society as a whole. Nothing will change unti peopie are made aware of 
the injustices in the world today and their sources. We utilize every 
medium possible to spread our message :music, flyers, graffiti, posters. 
and just plain talking to people. 


COMMUNICATION-We need to build a network of anarchist groups 
who share similar ideas and views. We need to get in touch with each 
other to share thoughts and find people in our own areas who want to 
work together. 


LIBERATION-This is our ultimate goal. We wish to live our lives as true 
to our beliefs as possible today, and look forward to the day when we 
can live and work together in a society based on liberty and equality

fliers, experiences, etc. Together we can spread the ideas of anarchism 
and work for a better future.

NYAYF is an ant-authoritarian collective of angry youth who intend to 
convert our hatred of modem society into creative positive sabotage.
